The Dour 
mills number over 25,000, employing over 
00,000 men, who are pulil annually in 
wages about 130,000,000. The yearly 
production of these mills Is nearly 30,- 
000,000 barrels of flour, of which about 
4,000,000 arc exported to foreign coun- 
tries. Pennsylvania has the largeot num- 
ber of mills, there being nearly 3,000 In 
this state. Next stands New York with 
nearly 3,000 mills. Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Missouri, North Carolina, Virginia. Geor- 
gia and Tennessee have over 1,000 each. 
Other states range from 700 down to less 
than a 100. Borne ot the largest milling 
slates, such as Minnesota, Mlcbigu*,Iowa 
and Illinois, while they have not propor- 
tionately so manymllls,employ the great- 
est average of men.
